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LEAVING IRELAND WITH 
GREAT REGRET

A very large number of the Dublin Jewish 
community assembled on the pier at Dun 
Laoghaire last night to bid farewell to Dr. 
Isaac Herzog, om his departure to Palestine, 
as Chief Rabbi. Among those present was 
Mr. R. Briscoe, T.D., who. conveyed a 
message from Mr. de Valera expressing regret 
at the departure of Dr. Herzog from Ireland 
and congratulations upon the important. office 
to which he has been appointed. 
In ah interview with an Jrish T'imes 
reporter, Dr. Herzog said that he was saying 
farewell to Ireland with great regret. He 
always would have a very warm corner in 
his heart for the Irish people. He would 
have liked to have stayed on in this country, 
but he felt the importance of his call, and 
that it was his duty to accrpt it. 
Speaking of the very busy fortnight that 
lay before him before he left Europe for 
Palestine, Dr. Herzog said that in London he 
was to address the Jewish Agency, the repre- 
sentative body of AngloJewry, under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Weizmann, Chief Rabbi 
of the British Empire. The Marquess of 
Reading would be among those present at the 
meeting. Then a reception would be given 
for him by Mizrachi, the religious wing of 
the Zionism. On Saturday morning he would 
preach im the great London synagogue, and 
in the afternoon in the great synagogue of the 
East End. 

On Sunday he would be given a farewell by 
the Irish Jews resident in England. These 
were mostly professional men who still re 
tained a link with Ireland and were proud of 
it. “ These men,” said Dr. Herzog, “* were 
a great credit to this country.” He would 
be entertained by the Leeds community, and, 
in this connection, he recalled that when he 
came to England at the aga of nine years it 
was in Leeds that he lived. 

In the following week, said Dr. Herzog, he 
would be in Paris and would attend a re- 
ception to be given by the Jewish community 
of France, under the chairmanshio of its 
president, Baron Robert de Rothschild. 
Before the mail boat sailed Mrs. Herzog 
was presented with a bouquet by Mrs. H. 
Marks.

Dr. Arthur A. Lisney, Assistant County 
Medical Officer of Health, and Senior 


Assistant School Medical Officer, Leicester- 
shire County Council simee January, 1936, 
has been prometed Deputy County Medical 
Officer of Health and Deputy School Medical 
Officer under the same authority. 

He was educated at Aravom School, Bray, 
Co. Wicklow; St. Columba’s College, Rath- 
farnham, and at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he obtained the degrees of M.A., 
M.B., B.Ch., B.A.O. and the D.P.H. In 
1925—the same year that he emtered Trinity

(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT, WITH A JURY.) 
James Carleton, Great Ship street, Dublin, 
sued Mr. 8. R. Prole and the other members 
of the Council of the Foothall Association, 
LF.S., for £100 damages for personal im 
juries and loss sustained at a football match. 
Mr. Ernest M. Wood (instructed by Mr. 
Edward Ryan, LL.B.) was for the plaintiff; 
Mr. P. J. MecEnery (instructed by Mr. J. 58. 
O’Connor) appeared for the defendants. 
Mr. Wood said that the football ground 
had been leased for an important match by 
the Free State Football Association from the 
Bohemian: Football Club. The plaintiff was 
late in arrival at a match, and had to go te 
the embankment by way of a narrow path, 
which was slippery and treacherous. He 
had to proceed along behind the crowd, and, 
Whether the crowd surged or he slipped, he 
was forced off the pathway and flung against 
a fence below, with the result that he re 
ceived injuries to his nose and eyes, and his 
teeth were forced through his lower Hip. 
The impact rendered him unconscious. From 
the date of the accident until the present 
moment, the plaintiff had been under the 
care of a doctor, he had lost, all his teeth, 
and he suffered from nervousness and a 
degree of debility. 

Mr. C. Morris, architect and surveyor, 
gave details of the embankment. The sur- 
face at the top was clay, and there was no 
definite path on it. 

James Carleton, plaintiff, said that he was 
59 years old, had served in the Boer and 
European wars, and had been employed at 
Dublin University since 1920. The football 
ground on: the day. of the accident was 
cked and movement was very difficult. 
here were showers that day, and the em- 
bankment was very slippery. Witness de- 
scribed his injuries, and said he was obliged 
to remain in bed for a month subsequently. 
He was unable to resume his work until last 
October. | 

Mr. P. J. Munden, architect, gave evidence 
in respect of the embankment, which he de- 
clared to be all right. 

On the findings of the jury, the Judge 
entered judgment for the defendants, with 
costs.

INQUEST ON RACING 
MOTORIST 


A verdict.of suicide while of unsound mind 
was recorded at the Kingston inquest yesier- 
day on Kenelm Lee Guinness, the racing 
motorist, who was found gassed| in his bed- 
room at his home at Kingston on Saturday. 
Evidence was given that after a motoring 
accident at San Sebastian, eleven years ago, 
Mr. Guinness had been suffering from delu- 
siong of persecution.

DROWNED 
KIMMAGE QUARRY 
INQUESTS 
Jvowned ina disused quarry at Sundrive read, 


Kimmage, Dublin, on Saturday, were held by 
the Coroner for South County Dublin (Dr. J. 


P. Brennan) at the Londonbridge Road 
Morgue, Dublin, yesterday. 

A verdict tha, Wiliam Mooney (27), 
Emerald terrace, Cork street, Dublin, died 


from asphyxia following drowning, as the 
result of jumping imto the water, was re- 
corded at the first inquest. A verdie} m 
accordance with the medical evidence (death 
from asphyxia following prolonged immer- 
sion in the water) was recorded im the case 
of Richard O'Connor (70), pensioner, who 
had lived at Golden lane, Bride street, Dublin. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Doran, Shamrock Cottages, 
Grand Canal, Kimmage, said that at about 
11.30 a.m. on March 3 two men brought an 
old man into her house, They said that he 
had fallen into the canal. She gave him a 
change of elothing and tea. After sleeping 
before the fire the old man left, saying that 
he would. return. She had not seen him since. 
He showed no signs of insanity. 

Joseph Byrne identified the body. 

Identifying the body of Mooney, his brother 
Patrick, said that he had last seen him alive 
at about 1.30 p.m. on, Saturday. His brother 
suffered from nerves, but had been treated by 
a doctor. 
Lily O'Callaghan, Kimmage, said that she 
was walking with a friend, Nelly Hudson, 
Ferns road, Kimmage, by the quarry at about 
4 p.m. on Saturday, when she saw a young 
man sitting on the bank. When they were 
about sixty yards away the man threw down 
his cap and jumped into the water. Thev 
screamed, and by the time a man had arrived 
on the scene the man had disappeared. 
In reply to the Coroner, Inspector Maher 
(who, with Sergeant O'Donnell, represented 
the Civic Guards) said that three or four 
people had been drowned in the same quarry. 
The Coroner recorded a verdict as stated.
